Largely through Km He Zola came the 
complete vindication of Major Alfred 
Dreyfus, who for t w elve y ears lay un­ 
der th*> charge of treason and for five 
y ears suffered imprisonment on Devil’s 
tsiand. 
Born In Alsace, son of a rich manu­ 
facturer, Dreyfus, whom a French mil­ 
itary writer tried to kill at the reinter­ 
ment of Zola’s body in the Pantheon at 
Paris, decided after the war of INTO to 
remain a -object, of France, ami In lh74 
he renewed t*> Paris, 
l ie entered the 
French artiFery arid Oct. If, 18&4, held 
rank as captain, and was attached to 
the generili staff when he was arrested 
on u charge of treason 
A month be­ 
fore the now famous "bordereau" con­ 
taining secret Information of French 
military mutters and addressed to Colo­ 
ri« -! Sehwarp/.koppoii. military attache 
to tin* German embas sy , had been Inter­ 
cepted 
by the 
war department, and 
Commandant; I’aty de Clara pronounced 
the handwriting to be D rey fu s’. Though 
protesting

his house, he was put In prison, tried !

tenced to life imprisonment and public 
dismissal from the army .
